It is interesting to note that 


Salinas J.C. was the host to the 


first of these conferences which |: 


was held on November 30, 1946. 
The success of this meeting was 
so overwhelming that they have 
become biannual affairs. The 
second meeting was held in Vi- 
salia and last fall, San Francisco 
played host to the delegates. 
Initial plans for the conference 
originated with Neal Goedart, 
then from Pasadena City College 
and now a student at the U.C. 
branch in Santa Barbara. The 
plans was approved whole-heart- 
edly. by our commission and 
through their keen interest, S.J.C, 
was chosen as the site for the 
first Student Government Con- 
ference for two-year schools. 


The conference has grown by 
leaps. and bounds both’ in the 
number of candidates and impor- 
tance. Pasadena was host to 215 
delegates and advisors from more 
than 40 schools. 

Through the combined efforts 
of all the representatives, the 
conference has been able to do 
much toward alleviation of joint 
problems of two-year schools as 
well as co-ordinating the efforts 
of the school’s faculties, boards, 
athletic directors, social functions, 
etc. 

After three days of discussion 
with heads of nearly every lead- 
ing two-year institute in the state, 
it is the opinion of John Eastman 
that Salinas is able to claim the 
distinction of having the least 
number of. problems for a two- 
year college. 


Another highlight that we were 
able to gather in our talks with 
John and Loren was the fact 
that our commission has handled 
nearly $20,000 in student finances 
for the school year which is by 
far the highest amount to. be han- 
dled by any commission from ,a 
school with a comparable en- 
rollment, 

It was the opinion of both In- 
gols and Eastman that the con- 
ference was run to perfection 
‘with all phases ofthe three-day 
meeting coming off strictly as 
planned. 

In addressing the commission 
this week, Mr. Clifford Swanson, 
who attended the meeting as 
commission advisor, gave a brief 
summary of the work of our del- 
egates, all of whom were very ac- 
tive in all conference activities.
